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HOLLAND IN SEPTEMBER 


The S. S. Westernland will sail 
from New York, August 26, with 
delegates to the Eighth Conference of 
the International Union Against Tu- 
berculosis, to be held at The Hague 
and Amsterdam, September 6 to 9. 

From all indications the meeting 
will be full of interest both in the 
way of subjects selected for discussion 
and entertainment. Thirty persons 
have already made reservations to be 
in the special party, while others are 
planning to sail in advance and return 
home directly after the meeting. 
Through our office it is possible to 
make arrangements for sailings at re- 
duced rates not only with the special 
party on the Westernland but for any 
other time and boat, provided you are 
planning to attend the Congress. Ar- 
rangements have been made for brief 
talks on The Netherlands and on the 
work of the International Union to 
be given on board the Westernland. 

On the Executive Committee of the 
Union from our country is Professor 
Eugene L. Opie. Professor W. Nolen 
of The Netherlands is president and 
chairman of the Union in 1932-1934. 

The following subjects are to be 
discussed: Relationship between Al- 
lergy and Immunity, Gold Therapy, 
and After-Care Schemes for the Tu- 
berculous. From the United States 


the speakers on these three subjects 
will be respectively Dr. William 
Charles White, Dr. J. Burns Amber- 
son, and Dr. H. A. Pattison. The 
scientific sessions will be held Sep- 
tember 7, 8, and 9; the program for 
the first two days will be held at 
The Hague, that on the last day in 
Amsterdam. 

The Netherlands Association 
against Tuberculosis will organize a 
study trip to various sanatoria and 
health offices for the members of the 
Congress. On Saturday, September 
10, the delegates will have the oppor- 
tunity to visit the Zuyder Zee and see 
the reclamation project which is being 
undertaken there. Later on a pam- 
phlet giving details of the entertain- 
ments and excursions will be issued by 
The Netherlands Committee. 

The National Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation is sincerely hoping to do its 
part toward making this a most suc- 
cessful meeting and will gladly assist 
any one interested in arranging details 
of the trip. A list of interesting tu- 
berculosis projects to be observed in 
several countries of Europe, as well 
as in Holland is being prepared. A 
copy of this leaflet, also a copy of the 
formal program will be sent upon 
request to Mr. F. D. Hopkins of the 
National Tuberculosis Association.

Record Publicity 


Featured by a tribute to Robert 
Koch from President Hoover, and 
greetings cabled to the United States 
by the director of the Robert Koch 
Institute, Berlin, Germany, the 1932 
Early Diagnosis Campaign is off to 
an auspicious start. Nation-wide in- 
terest stimulated by the National Tu- 
berculosis Association in the fiftieth 
anniversary of Koch’s discovery of the 
tubercle bacillus, March 24, gave a 
powerful impetus to the campaign, 
which shows indications of being by 
far the most successful to date. 

The President’s proclamation, re- 
leased from the White House on 
Monday, March 21, is as follows: 


Fifty years ago, on March 24, 1882, 
Robert Koch, a German doctor, startled 
the medical circles of Europe by an- 
nouncing he had discovered the germ that 
causes tuberculosis. The steps he took 
to prove his opinion, and the clarity with 
which he explained those steps, made his 
report not only a classic in medical lit- 
erature but established a technique in 
medical research that ever since has been 
a boon to civilization in ‘t; fight against 
disease. 

Next Thursday the fiftieth anniversary 
of Robert Koch’s discovery of the tubercle 
bacillus will be commemorated throughout 
the world. Unstinted honur will be paid 
to the memory of the famous man who 
almost single handed directed the feet of 
nations toward the path of victory in the 
relentless, though silent war against the 
destructive forces of nature. 

In the United States th. benefits of 
Koch’s discovery loom large in light of 
the fact that the death :=ate from tuber- 
culosis is now but one f urth what it 
was in 1882, and the search for a specific 
cure, as yet undiscovered, goes steadily 
forward along the lines he mapped. out. 

Because of his priceless contributions 
to human welfare it is fitting that we, 
as a nation, do him honor, and that each 
community acknowledge its debt to Robert 
Koch by commemorating in an appro- 
priate manner the occasion of the fiftieth 
anniversary of his discovery of the tu- 
bercle bacillus.

campaign, and in many cities the 
program was conducted jointly by the 
tuberculosis association and the med- 
ical society. Supplementing local ef- 
forts, the National association placed 
news stories, feature stories and pho- 
tographs of Koch with seven of the 
largest syndicates in the country, and 
in addition developed a series of radio 
programs that began March 24 and 
will continue throughout April. 


Broadcasting over a coast to coast 
network of nearly fifty stations, Dr. 
Howard W. Haggard, associate pro- 
fessor of physiology, Yale University, 
inaugurated the series of radio talks 
on March 24, over the Columbia 
network, with “Robert Koch, Discov- 
erer of the Tubercle Bacillus.” The 
series has been called “Manmarks in 
Medicine” and will consist of brief 
sketches of the discoveries of diag- 
nostic aids that have played a promi- 
nent part in tuberculosis control. Five 
other radio periods have been offered 
the National association as a result 
of Koch publicity, and at the time of 
going to press the publicity service is 
making arrangements to fill them. 


New Slogan on Seal Sale 
Poster 


“Tuberculosis is Preventable and 
Curable” is an expression coined by 
Dr. W. A. Evans of Chicago many, 
many years ago when the fight against 
tuberculosis was in its infancy. 

Because it seems better educational 
publicity it has been decided to in- 
corporate in the 1932 Seal Sale pos- 
ters the statement “Tuberculosis is 
Preventable” in place of “Fight Tu- 
berculosis,” a slogan that has served 
its purpose well but is out-dated. It 
is proposed in the 1933 Seal Sale 
material to use the full expression 
“Tuberculosis is Preventable and Cur- 
able.” In short, the usual advertising 
“build-up” will be used to impress 
upon the public the fact that to have 
tuberculosis does not need to make 
one hopeless about the future. 

Careful consideration has been 
given to the adoption of this expres- 
sion and it is in line with recom- 
mendations that all Seal Sale material 
be of an educational character. There 
is no better way to justify the cost 
of our Seal Sale than to make it as 
educational as possible. Much of the 
E. D. C. 1932 material is useful for 
this purpose. When budgets are cur- 
tailed the distribution of Early Diag- 
nosis material is one of the simplest 
and most effective ways to augment 
a state or local program without un- 
due expense.

Philip of Edinburgh, is President of 
the section on tuberculosis and the 
program will feature the Jubilee of 
the discovery of the tubercle bacillus. 
Dr. William Charles White, Chair- 
man of the Committee on Medical 
Research will represent the United 
States at the two meetings.

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A United Educational 
Program 


To help bring about a broader in- 
terpretation of social work during 
1932 and 1933 through national as 
well as state and local channels, a 
United Educational Program has been 
initiated under the auspices of the 
National Social Work Council. The 
program represents a united effort on 
the part of national social work agen- 


* cies and others to create a better 


popular understanding of the variety 
of welfare services required for social 
reconstruction during and after the 
depression. The cooperation of all 
state and local social welfare agen- 
cies, institutions and organizations 
will be enlisted in launching working 
committees and getting the program 
started throughout the country. 


Definite plans for further coopera- 
tive action will be ready for consid- 
eration at the various annual meetings 
of national agencies, and especially 
during the sessions of the National 
Conference of Social Work opening 
May 15 in Philadelphia. It is ex- 
pected that the facilities for national 
publicity that were put at the disposal 
of The President’s Emergency Relief 
Committee last year will be enlisted 
again. \While an emphasis on the need 
for emergency relief will be continued, 
it is planned to make clear through 
various channels that many other 
types of social welfare and health 
work are required to meet the present 
social crisis, which is far too complex 
to be met through emergency relief. 

An Administrative Committee has 
been formed for a preliminary three 
months’ period with headquarters at 
450 Seventh Avenue, New York City 
under the auspices of the National 
Social Work Council. Dr. William 
F. Snow, general director of the 
American Social Hygiene Association, 
is chairman; Bart Andress, who 
served last year as a special publicity 
representative of the Association of 
Community Chests and Councils, is 
executive director. On the adminis- 
trative committee are: Dr. Kendall 
Emerson, National Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation, committee treasurer; Rev. 
john O’Grady, National Conference 
of Catholic Charities; Linton B. 
Swift, Family Welfare Association of 
America; H. L. Lurie, Bureau of 
Jewish Social Research; Allen T.

In the Field 


Dr. Livingston Farrand, president 
of Cornell University, formerly presi- 
dent, executive secretary, and member 
of the Board of Directors of the 
National Tuberculosis Association, 
has been appointed a member of the 
Public Health Council of the New 
York State Department of Health 
by Governor Roosevelt. 

The twenty-fifth anniversary num- 
ber of Pennsylvania Health, the offi- 
cial journal of the Pennsylvania De- 
partment of Health and distributed 
free to people of that state, deserves 
a compliment not only for its complete 
and well written content taking up 
each project in health work, but also 
for its attractive appearance and illus- 
trations. 

The American Child Health Asso- 
ciation has just released the following 
statement of interest to all health 
workers: “The lowest infant mor- 
tality rate ever attained by the cities 
of this country was that of 1930, ac- 
cording to the statistical report of 
infant mortality based on the records 
of 860 cities in the Birth Registration 
Area in the United States. The 1930 
rate of 62.2 deaths for every thousand 
live births was four points lower than 
that of the preceding year when it 
was 66.2. 

Mrs. Violet Hodgson at the request 
of the Florida ‘Tuberculosis and 
Health Association held the following 
institutes in that state during Feb- 
ruary: at Tampa, where there was a 
registration of 30, at Jacksonville 
with a registration of 53, and West 
Palm Beach with a registration of 32. 
At Columbia, South Carolina, where 
an institute was held under the aus- 
pices of the South Carolina Tuber- 
culosis Association the registration 
was 80. On March 4 and 5 she held 
an institute at Camden, New Jersey, 
under the auspices of the Camden 
County Tuberculosis Association. 


Mother’s Day 


Mother’s Day will be May 8. Free 
material for making this day signifi- 
cant is available through the Mater- 
nity Center Association, 1 East 57th 
Street, New York. The fact that 
16,000 mothers die annually in child 
birth, of which 10,000 could be saved 
by adequate care, emphasizes the need 
for all health workers to support the 
Mother’s Day campaign. 


Employ Arrested Cases 


One hundred and fifty-one state 
and local associations have cooperated 
in a study to determine how wide is 
the practice among tuberculosis asso- 
ciations of giving employment to ar- 
rested cases and to estimate, if pos- 
sible, the success or failure of such 
employment. Eighty-seven per cent 
of the 151 associations approve of 
giving employment to persons who 
have had tuberculosis. Only ten dis- 
approve and seven of these have never 
tried it. 

At the present time 52 associations 
are employing 87 arrested cases of 
tuberculosis. Of these 43% are staff 
members, 30% office workers and 
24% nurses. 

Many of the associations who have 
had experience in this field made com- 
ments on their success. Several typ- 
ical statements are quoted: 

“Best kind of rehabilitation. Well 
trained personnel can be very useful 
to patients and the general public.” 

“Tf tuberculosis associations do not 
employ them, how can we ask other 
employers to do so?” 

“Excellent results—has never 
missed a day from service on account 
of illness since employment—thirteen 
years.” 

“Their special interest enhanced 
their effectiveness and increased their 
devotion to work. Made excellent 
recoveries and did not need to have 
work especially adjusted to their 
strength.” 

The After-Care Department hopes 
that these testimonies of good results 
will lead to a much wider extension 
of the practice of giving employment 
to persons who have had tuberculosis.

Organize for Round-Up 


The National office for the “Sum- 
mer Round-Up of the Children,” Na- 
tional Congress of Parents and Teach- 
ers, is now sending out the 1932 plan 
of procedure. It is not too early to 
begin to organize for this important 
health activity and tuberculosis work- 
ers are urged to give full support to 
local parent-teacher associations in this 
work.

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Bequests 


A leaflet, recently issued by the 
Buffalo Tuberculosis Association, is 
“T Give and Bequeath.” In its six 
pages are given reasons for making 
bequests to tuberculosis work, the pur- 
poses of that Association and sug- 
gestions for two forms of bequests (1) 
for the use of Principle or (2) for 
the use of Income. 

Several other tuberculosis associa- 
tions have similar leaflets and methods 
of requesting bequests but the field © 
is practically untouched. The general 
public has been educated to realize 
that attacks: against prevention are 
more far-reaching than concentration 
on cure. Yet most persons philan- 
thropically inclined leave their money 
for cure. 

Tuberculosis executives will do 
well to enlist the interest and help of 
attorneys, officers of banks and trust 
companies, salesmen of life insurance 
companies who assist in the writing 
of wills. At least, we should keep 
them informed of our work and its 
financial needs so that when occasion 
arises they can use their influence. 


Library Index 


For those who wish to keep abreast 
of current periodical literature in the 
health field, the library index pub- 
lished by the National Health Library 
is highly to be recommended. It is 
a weekly publication, and each week 
presents summaries of 30 to 40 ar- 
ticles selected from all of the leading 
medical, nursing, and social service 
publications in the United States and 
England. In the course of a month, 
between 500 and 600 publications are 
studied and the best material in these 
is culled for the library index. Each 
item in the index gives the reference 
in detail and, in addition, summarizes 
the salient points of the article in 
question.
